This  is  the  current  operating  budget  for  each  month's 
activities  at  KPFK.  In  addition  to  these  "non-people" 
items,  we  are  spending  approximately  S24,000  each 
month  on  people.  That  figure  includes  22y2  full  time 
equivalents,  vacation  replacements  and  consultants. 

This  is  the  current  operating  budget  for  each  month's 
activities  at  KPFK.  In  addition  to  these  "non-people" 
items,  we  are  spending  approximately  S2 4,000  each 
month  on  people.  That  figure  includes  22/4  full  time 
equivalents,  vacation  replacements  and  consultants. 
Neither  of  these  figures  includes  the  people  and  other 
costs  associated  with  our  community  events.  For  ex- 
ample, the  Winterfair  '78  will  cost  about  $45,000  to 
put  on.  This  includes  a  paid  coordinator  and  staff  for 
operations,  food  and  promotion,  as  well  as  the  rent 
and  services  to  the  Santa  Monica  Civic  Auditorium 
and  the  costs  of  printing  and  advertising  for  promo- 
tion. Last  year  our  community  events  brought  us  a 
net  income  of  approximately  $50,000.  We  are  hop- 
ing for  more  from  this  year's  events,  and  urge  your 
support  for  Winterfair  '78  (see  pp.  23—26  and  the 
back  cover  for  more  about  the  Fair). 

We  have  also  projected  for  the  coming  year  a  further 
reduction  in  the  debt  of  KPFK.  We  are  presently  car- 
rying $34,000  in  trade  debt  and  we  hope  to  reduce 
that  to  $29,000.  We  are  presently  owing  the  bank 
$1 5,000  on  a  short  term  loan  which  we  will  retire 
this  fall,  and  hope  to  avoid  taking  out  during  the  next 
yeai. 

We  will  need  to  increase  our  income  during  the  next 
four  month,  if  we  are  to  maintain  our  present  level 
of  operations.  An  increase  would  begin  to  fund  some 
of  the  additional  program  efforts,  such  as  children's 
programming  and  investigative  journalism.  To  that 
end  we  are  planning  on  January  28  at  Los  Angeles' 
historic  Union  Station,  a  Tribute  to  Carey  McWil- 
liams.  Along  with  an  afternoon  of  celebration  of  the 
life  and  contribution  of  one  of  America's  great  jour 
nalists  and  historians,  we  are  planning  a  Journal  of 
Tribute.  Advertising  in  the  Journal  as  well  as  proceeds 
from  the  party  will  establish  the  Carey  McWilliams 
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Fund  for  Investigative  Journalism  at  KPFK.  If  you 
would  like  to  take  an  ad  in  the  Journal  for  your  busi- 
ness, group  or  in  your  own  name,  please  contact  me 
directly  at  the  station  during  business  hours  (213/877- 
2711).  The  new  fund  will  enable  KPFK  to  support  the 
investigation  of  issues  of  concern  in  Southern  Califor- 
nia. If  we  are  able  to  raise  $30,000  we  will  be  able  to 
bring  you  a  serious  investigative  documentary  every 
week  for  more  than  a  year.  Such  an  effort  would  give 
KPFK  more  involvement  in  investigative  work  than 
any  other  media  in  Southern  California.  Even  the  Los 
Angeles  Times  has  only  a  handful  of  reporters  able  to 
devote  their  time  to  in-depth  investigation.  We  are 
certain  that  such  an  effort,  adequately  promoted,  will 
increase  KPFK's  listening  audience  and  influence  in 
Southern  California  and  will  assure  the  continued 
funding  of  this  program.  We  are  grateful  to  Carey 
McWilliams  for  his  participation  in  this  effort. 

We  have  also  set  the  date  for  the  Second  Annual  10- 
Kilometer  Run.  It  will  be  March  1 7  in  Griffith  Park. 
That's  St.  Patrick's  Day  and  we  invite  runners  and 
non-runners  alike  to  join  us  for  a  St.  Patrick  Day 
Breakfast  and  entertainment  after  the  run.  There  will 
be  more  information  about  this  in  the  next  Folio,  so 
keep  your  eye  out  for  it. 


We  will  also  be  having  the  Balkan  Festival  in  the  Spring 
and  all  during  1979  KPFK  and  Pacifica  Radio  will  be 
celebrating  major  milestones:  our  20th  and  30th  birth- 
days, respectively.  April  15th  is  the  date  for  Pacifica, 
the  date  of  the  beginning  of  listener-sponsored  radio 
in  Berkeley.  July  26th  is  KPFK's  date  of  birth.  We  go 
back  to  1959. 

We're  full  of  new  ideas  and  will  implement  them  as 
quickly  as  resources  allow.  We  share  your  hope  that 
next  year's  on-the-air  fundraising  will  continue  to  im- 
prove in  quality  as  it  diminishes  in  quantity.

What  with  more  than  a  dozen  "nnajor"  films  opening 
in  December,  one  would  scarcely  imagine  that  it'  be 
difficult  to  nail  down  the  month's  Film  Club  feature. 
However,  it's  hard  to  predict  which  will  by  "KPFK- 
type"  films.  So  we  go  after  the  most  obvious  choice, 
and  if  the  studio  of  distributor  isn't  ready  to  think 
about  it  when  we  have  to  go  to  press,  well,  we  just 
gear  up  for  good  news  later  on. 

As  always,  we  will  make  air  announcements  for  seven 
days  before  reservations  are  taken,  before  the  morn- 
ing and  evening  news,  as  well  as  at  intervals  through- 
out the  day.  If  you  are  a  sporadic  listener,  you  may 
avail  yourself  of  postcard  notification.  To  do  this, 
submit  a  pack  of  self-addressed,  regulation  postal 
service  10c  postcards.  Picture  postcards  and  oddball 
sizes  cannot  be  accepted,  as  we  put  them  through  a 
mimeo  machine 

LATECOMERS 

As  we've  mentioned  before,  your  reservation  guaran- 
tees you  a  seat  only  until  the  announced  starting  time 
of  the  film.  After  that,  we  must  permit  entry  to  mem- 
bers on  the  waiting  list.  This  is  the  only  equitable  way 
to  deal  with  the  no-show  rate.  Although  we  usually 
have  unclaimed  space  at  one  of  the  screenings,  the 
Sunday  show  reservations  usually  are  fully  claimed, 
and  some  members  who  can't  make  it  on  Saturday 
miss  out.  Come  screening  time,  many  of  those  who 
made  reservations  don't  show.  Clearly,  this  is  not  fair 
to  the  others.  We  try  to  alleviate  the  problem  by  over- 
booking modestly,  and  creating  the  stand-by  list.  So 
it's  up  to  you  to  get  to  the  theater  on  time  to  protect 
your  seat.  It  is  also  only  considerate  to  the  other  mem- 
bers, as  well  as  to  the  theaters  which  need  to  run  the 
film  on  time.

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THE  COMPUTER 

Our  computer  is  located  in  BerJceley,  which  saves  us  a 
lot  of  money  but  which  is  inconvenient.    We  send  subscrip- 
tions information  to  the  computer  twice  a  month.    Around 
the  middle  of  the  month  we  do  the  regular  Folio  label  run 
which  returns  the  Folio  labels,  bills,  renewal  letter  labels 
and  income  statements  a  few  days  later.    The  following 
week  we  do  a  "catch  up"  Folio  label  run  for  payments 
received  late  or  for  corrections  processed  after  the  regular 
run. 

Your  payment  may  not  go  into  the  computer  as 
quickly  as  you  might  think  because:  payments  go  to  our 
lockbox  at  the  Terminal  Annex  Post  Office  in  Los  Angeles, 
then  they  go  to  the  bank  and  the  bank  processes  the  pay- 
ments and  sends  them  to  us— through  the  mail.    This 
process  often  takes  more  than  a  week  from  the  time  you 
send  your  payment.    So,  if  you  send  your  check  around 
the  8th  of  the  month,  there's  a  good  chance  you  should 
receive  the  Folio  for  the  following  month  and  you'll  also 
avoid  duplicate  billing,  which  has  been  the  scourge  of  our 
subscriptions  system. 

BILL  PAYMENT 

Always  send  a  bill  with  your  check!    A  $15  payment 
received  without  a  bill  or  renewal  notice  might  be  credited 
as  a  Film  Club  payment,  a  straight  donation  to  the  station 
or  the  Expansion  Fund.    If  you  send  a  check  in  for  a 
pledge  payment  without  a  bill,  you  might  be  credited  for 
a  new  subscription  and  still  be  billed  for  your  original 
pledge.    Likewise,  if  you  send  a  payment  for  a  subscription 
renewal  on  a  company  check  without  a  renewal  notice, 
you're  likely  to  receive  a  new  subscription  at  your  com- 
pany address  and  still  receive  a  renewal  notice  for  your 
original  subscription.    So  always  be  sure  to  refer  to  your 
account  by  the  name  on  the  account  and  the  address  at 
which  you  receive  your  Folio. 

FIRST  CLASS  FOLIO  MAILING 

The  Folio  goes  out  by  2nd  Class  mail,  and  should 
take  2-5  days  to  get  most  places.    Theoretically,  2nd  Class 
gets  better  handling  than  our  old  non-profit  permit,  but 
our  experience  with  the  Post  Office  defies  theory.    First 
Class  mailing  is  available  for  $5  extra  per  year  (pro-rate 
at  50cents  per  month  for  current  subscriptions).    This  is 
often  the  answer  for  slow  mailing  areas  like  Goleta,  Santa 
Barbara,  Leucadia,  Simi  Valley  or  Pearblossom— to  name  just 
a  few.    If  you  live  in  an  area  that  gets  relatively  prompt 
service  but  want  the  Folio  well  before  the  beginning  of 
the  month,  then  you  might  want  your  Folio  by  1st  Class. 

I  DIDN'T  GET  MY  FOLIO 

The  Folio  is  mailed  around  the  20th  of  the  month.    If 
you  have  not  received  your  Folio  by  the  first  of  the  month: 
(1)  check  your  subscription  expiration  date  on  the  previous 
Folio  label  (upper  right  hand  corner  of  label).    (2)  Make 
sure  you  haven't  moved  without  notifying  us.    (3)  If  you 
haven't  moved  and  are  currently  enrolled  as  a  subscriber, 
contact  your  local  postmaster  about  delivery.     (4)  send  us 
a  previous  Folio  label  with  an  explanatory  note  or  call  for 
a  new  Folio  to  be  sent  to  you. 


MOVING-ADDRESS  CHANGES 

If  you  move,  your  Folio  will  not  be  forwarded  unless 
you  request  2nd  class  forwarding  from  the  Post  Office.    The 
best  way  to  expedite  an  address  change  and  assure  continued 
receipt  of  the  Folio  is  to  call  the  station  and  ask  for  subscrip- 
tions or  leave  your  name,  old  zipcode,  and  new  address  with 
the  switchboard.    There  is  an  address  change  form  on  the 
back  page  of  the  Folio  that  can  be  used  also.    Whenever  you 
do  an  address  change  with  us,  always  include  your  account 
number  at  the  top  of  your  Folio  label— that  will  insure 
instant  handling.    Address  changes  returned  to  us  by  the 
Post  Office  cost  us  25  cents  apiece  and  frequently  take  a 
month  to  be  returned  to  us.

If  you  would  like  to 
receive  the  Folio  in  this  form,  please  tear  off  the  address 
label  on  the  back  of  the  Folio  and  send  it  along  with 
a  note  (or  you  may  call).    Within  two  months,  you  will 
be  receiving  your  complete  program  guide  on  cassette.    The 
cassettes  are  returned  to  us  at  the  end  of  each  month. 

EXCHANGE  MAILING  LISTS 

KPFK  never  sells  its  mailing  list,  but  on  occasion  ex- 
changes lists  for  promotional  purposes  with  other  organiza- 
tions of  common  interest  with  us  and  our  subscribers  (Chan- 
nel 28,  Ralph  Nader,  ACLU,  etc).    If  you  don't  want  to  be 
on  exchange  mailing  lists,  send  your  Folio  label  to  the 
Subscriptions  Department  and  ask  for  an  "NJ"  code. 
Your  name  will  then  be  automatically  removed  from  all 
mailings  except  for  the  Folio  and  renewal  letters.
